As great events may from little eauses 
spring, we make no excuse for referring to 
the case of a humble Chinese workman, 
which secms tous to involve seriuns | Wes- 
tious of principle. We refer to the prosecu” 
tion, or persecution, of a Chinese pressinun 
in the employ of the Daily Press oftice who 
‘has this week been fined $50 with the alter- 
native of two months’ imprisonment for 
Jeaving his previous employment without 
proper notice. It is easy to conceive of 
eircumslances under which the ‘imposition 


of such a penalty would be fully justified, 
jout: in the present case we think the man 
was unjustly sreated from beginning to end, 
and we sincerely hope the case may be an 
isolated rather than a typical one. Tho 
qman was in the first ‘place arrested without 
‘a vestige of legal ganction, und hy what we 
at present regard.as a most improper sub. 
terfuge. A Chinese detective sergeant of 
police entered our office without permission, 
found his mau, and asked the manager if 
the man might accompany him to the police 
station “to answer some inquiries.” Per. 
5 uf course, readily given and 
the man went away with the police officer,
